TBE COST OF GO1.1) AND SIl/VlSH 


Some time ago Senator Stewart and 


other advooatea of free coinage in Con 
greis endeavored to ascertain the aver 
age coat of producing an ounce o 
sliver from the minea of tbe United 
States. From the reports of companie 
and individuals engaged iu the bus 


. iness of silver mining it was ascer 


tained that the ounce of silver cos 
much more on an average than its 
coinage value—$1.29. 
This did uo 


deter the gold men, however, from pro 
claiming from the stump and through 


. the press in the east that in many o 


the mines silver could be shoveled out 
of the ground at as low a cost as coal 
in Pennsylvania. Even Mr. MoKinley 
Himndf, wno probably knows nothing 
about silver mining, proclaimed to 
crowd sent to Canton to give him op 
portunlty to express himself on thi 
financial question, that if silver was re 
monetized tho dollar would be worth 
only 63 cents, and the silver minor 
would make a profit of 47 cents on 
every dollar coined, which implies thai 
silver oould be prod_uced ut a cost ol 
elx cents an ounce. 


Now comes tbo San Andreas, Cali- 


fornia, Citizen with a statement of the 
average coat of producing gold. The 
Citizen says it has gathered some inter 
eating facts on the subject. It finds 
that there are 1,200 miners at work in 
Calaveras county and the number is 
being increaeed-dally. The mines pro- 
duced in 1895, $1,718,000 in 
gold 


which, next to Nevada county, ia the 
largest amount of any county in' Cal- 
ifornia. Reckoning miners' wages at 
$3 per day, and allowing 300 working 
days in tho rear, it will bo seen that 
every dollar of gold produced cost 
about two dollars for labor aloue. But 
in addition tn the cost of mining there 
are 5.'! mills In Calaveraa county with 
707 stamps and u capacity of crushing 
1,880 tons of quartz every twenty-four 
lior.ru. 


It Hppenrs that gold mining iu 0112 of 


tho most productive counties iu Oal 
iforiiia is on an average as expensive 
as silver mining in Nevada. It does 
not pay average wages to all engaged 
in the business, but as there is a chance 
of " striking it rich " in any mine, peo- 
ple will take that, chance though it 
frequently, too frequently in (act, re- 
sults in loss. 


The remonetization of silver would 


give employment to thousands, aud 
while many mining ventures would 
result in loss, as they always did, cap- 
ital would engage in those ventures 
and take the chances of developing a 
bonanza, while under the gold stand- 
ard, rich men will not risk a dollar in 
silver mining, aud only old mines, 
where there are large bodies of ore, are 
being worked. 


WHAT STATISTICS SHOW. 


Some of the gold sheets of Nevada, 


whioh like those subsidized by the 
trusts in the East, raised the cry or 
"the gold standard and prosperity" in 
the recent campaign are no now trying 
ta create the impression that a wave of 
prosperity is sweeping over the coun- 
try and actually berate the JOURNAL 
and other free coinage papers for stat- 
ing the facts. 
As proof that "the wave 


of prosperity" exists only in the imagi- 
nation of our pie counter friends, we 
refer to Bradetreets which, es business- 
men kuow, deals with cold facts and 
does not color its statements to suit 
the views of politicians. ' That trade 
review of the 21st instant says that 
jobbers and wholesale dealers in gen- 
eral do not report the anticipated in 
crease in the volume of goods distrib- 
uted last week. 
Relatively the heav 


lest demand has been for dry goods, 
shoes and groceries, bat even in these 
lines tbe volume is smaller than ex- 
pected, and disappointment is a result 
The many industrial enterprises which 
have started np continue a feature of 
each day's news, but thero is reason to 
believe tbe significance of these ex- 
hibits has been overemphasized. 


There were 308 business failures iu 


the United States last week, fifty more 
than the previous week, but fifteen 
fewer than in tho corresponding week 
in 1895. 


Sradttreets says the iron and steel in- 


dustries have perfected pools for the 
allotment of production and maintain- 
anoe of prices. Combinations among 
Iron and steel makers are expected to 
advance prices of naila, bar iron, steel 
beams, etc. If that is the kind of pros- 
perity our gold friends promised as, 
. no doubt; wo will have a surfeit of it as 
the trusts, which contributed to Mr. 
Banna's campaign fond, mast be given 
opportunity to get their money back 
with interest. 


unprecedentedly large vote polled by 
the Republicans in tho large cities in 
Ohio, Illinois and other States that 
were considered doubtful indicates 
that he was elected the other way.
